Corporate Income Tax 
Increase To Be Asked

The Legislatu re’s in terim s t u d y 
co mmittee o n tax es v o ted Thu rsday 
to reco mmen d to the 1972 sessio n o f 
the Legislatu re raisin g the co rp o rate 
in co me tax to 25% o f the p erso n al 
in co me tax rate. 
The co rpo ra te inco me ta x is 
cu r­ 
rently 28 % o f the sta te’s perso na l in­ 
co me ta x . At the current perso na l ra te 
o f 13% fo r 117 2, this wo uld mea n the 
co rpo ra te ta x wo uld be 3.25 %. 
The 
reco mmen datio n was o n e o f 
sev en made by the fiv e-man co mmittee 
after a series o f p u blic hearin gs held 
thro u gho u t the state du rin g the su m­ 
mer an d fall mo n ths. Ho wev er, the 
mo tio n s can o n ly be reco mmen ded by 
the co mmittee. 
They mu st be 
in ­ 
tro du ced 
an d 
ap p ro v ed 
by 
t h e 
u n icameral an d the go v ern o r befo re 
they beco me law. 
The co mmittee also reco mmen ded a 
p erso n al p ro p erty tax ex emp tio n o v er 
a fiv e-y ear p erio d to talin g 9 0%. The 
ex emp tio n wo u ld in clu de farm an d 
bu sin ess eq u ip men t an d in v en to ry . 
Beginning in 197 3, the pro po sa l wo uld 
ex empt 30% o f a n indiv idua l’s perso na l 
pro perty fro m ta x a tio n. Fo r the nex t 
two y ea rs a no ther 29% wo uld be a dded 
ea ch y ea r to the ex emptio n. This wo uld 
bring the ex emptio n to 7 0% a fter three 
y ea rs. 
The rest o f the ex emp tio n wo u ld be 
added in 10% allo tmen ts o v er the 
fo llo win g two y ears, cu lmin atin g in the 
fin al 9 0% ex emp tio n figu re in 19 77. 
The $14.4 millio n rev en u e lo ss to the 
state fo r the first y ear o f the ex emp tio n 
mu st be made u p by in creasin g the 
sales an d in co me tax rates. Ho w mu ch 
this wo u ld raise the rates the sen ato rs 
co u ld n o t say . 
Two simila r perso na l pro perty ex ­ 
emptio n bills were v eto ed during the 
la st sessio n by Go v . J . J a mes Ex o n. 
The first wo uld ha v e pro v ided the 
sa me 99% ex emptio n in o nly 3 y ea rs 
instea d o f 5 . 
The seco n d, a co mp ro mise at 50%

IN PERSPECTIVE

The three-part series on Nebraska draft-dogers in Canada, 
ending today in The Lincoln Star, settles nothing. So“ why , 
y ou might ask, wou ld the newspaper ru n the depth-reporting 
piece by senior Univ ersity of Nebraska jou rnalism stu dent Mary 
Hu ffman? 
For one thing, the series is an accou nt of people with 
u nu su al or u ncommon circu mstances in their liv es and that 
fits at least one definition of news. Secondly , the series inv olv es 
another element of the Vietnam war, the Asian conflict that 
cou ld still prov e to be President Nix on’s Waterloo. 
Thirdly , it focu ses on what is an important qu estion in 
the nation today — the qu estion of amnesty for those who 
hav e fled the cou ntry or gone to jail to av oid wartime military 
serv ice. Sen. George McGov ern a Democratic presidential 
hopefu l, has made a general amnesty a plank in his platform. 


★ 
Thu s, the series is a contribu tion to a better u nderstanding 
of something that shou ld concern all people. It really settles 
nothing becau se it probably will not change many minds. 
Most people will remain either opposed to amnesty or 
in fav or of it, sy mpathetic to the draft-dodgers or critical 
of them. For many , there is a kind of middle grou nd — 
an inability to su pport amnesty , and y et, a feeling of sorrow 
that any grou p of y o u n g people hav e fou nd it necessary to 
abandon their nativ e land and to separate themselv es, perhaps 
permanently , from the rest of their family . 
The whole qu estion, while a highly personal one for those 
directly inv olv ed, is tied in with all aspects of the Vietnam 
war for the av erage 
citizen. As u npopu lar as that war 
is 
and as div isiv e as it has been in ou r nation, one finds it 
difficu lt to accept that conflict as a basis for refu sal to serv e 
the military . 
One wonders, if the actions of the draft-dodgers were to 
be condoned throu gh amnesty , what the u ltimate impact u pon 
the defense of the nation might be. Some see Vietnam as 
a special case in which the defense of the nation as it is 
commonly u nderstood is not really threatened. 


★ 
Some argu e that Vietnam is not a ty pical war, not in 
a class ev en with Korea, mu ch less World Wars I and 
II. 
It is not seen by ev ery one as a war in which the secu rity 
of the nation is in any way at stake. 
Thu s, to flee from serv ice becau se of Vietnam is no threat 
in the ev ent of a real test of U.S. secu rity . Presu mably , 
the draft-dodgers of V i e t n a m wou ld not be draft-dodgers in the 
case of u nqu estioned danger to the su rv iv al of this nation. 
Bu t this argu ment su pports the concept of citizen c h o i ce 
that v erges on anarchy . It tends to su pport the theory that 
all national interests, in the end, mu st su bmit themselv es to 
indiv idu al tests on the part of each and ev ery citizen. 
The concept of majority ru le is enhanced none by this argu ­ 
ment. We hav e nev er liv ed nor patterned ou r institu tions 
m ex tremes. Thu s, ou r society contains some threats of what 
might be considered potential anarchy and some solid su pport 
of minority rights ev en in the face of majority opposition. 
★ 
Bu t the draft-dodging and amnesty qu estion may represent 
too far or major a departu re from the acceptable limits of 
indiv idu al righto and priv ileges. This is not to say that the 
dodgers are to be condemned nor to try to deny them in 
some way their right to take issu e with their cou ntry as 
they hav e done. 
Bu t in ex ercising that right and taking that issu e, the 
consequ ences fall heav ily u pon them. Is it better that we 
accept their non-conformity and make it the norm or better 
that we retain the principles and standards they hav e challenged? 
There are no facts with which to answer the questio n, 
•aly tho ug hts and feeling s and o pinio ns g leaned fro m whatev er 
y ear o wn sto reho use o f kno wledg e and understanding mig ht 
be. Certainly , o ne can find no jo y in perso nal pro blems o r 
hardships o f draft-do dg ers, ev en tho ug h they v o luntarily made 
their o wn decisio n in the matter. 
At the same time, y ou wonder if we wou ld hav e any 
military today if there was an amnesty and y ou wonder what 
wou ld be the thinking of the millions of y ou ng men who hav e 
serv ed the military du ring the y ears of Vietnam ami, often 
times, with many misgiv ings. It is a hard decision to make 
bu t one we need to continu e to ex plore u ntil it ceases to 
ex ist or is solv ed.

Surplus City Property 


In discu ssing the disposal of su rplu s city 
property Wednesday , the City -Cou nty Planning 
Commission, in response to a proposal by 
Univ ersity Place interests, agreed that addi­ 
tional qu ality restau rant facilities were high 
on the priority list for redev elopment of that 
area and recommended that the city consider 
leasing the former Univ ersity Place City Hall 
and fire station at 2601 No. 48 th for that 
pu rpose. 
The Univ ersity Place Commu nity Organiz­ 
ation (UPCO) ted been encou raged by Lincoln 
restau rant operator Larry Price’s interest in 
leasing the former city hall bu ilding—on an 
initial fiv e-y ear basis, it was indicated—as 
a restau rant with a “Gay Nineties” at­ 
mosphere. 
Up for consideration by the commission 
was the qu estion of how to dispose of city 
property rendered su rplu s after a new branch 
libraries and fire stations are bu ilt at other 
locations. The commission u nanimou sly ac­ 
cepted the recommendation of the planning 
staff that the general policy of the city shou ld 


be to hold su ch properties u ntil adjacent lands 
cou ld be accu mu lated to prov ide larger 
bu ilding sites for new bu sinesses or be u sed 
as trading stock so that land might be more 
easily accu mu lated in any portion of a 
particu lar bu siness district. 
In v iew of that recommendation and u nless 
another ty pe of pu blic u se of the No. 48 th 
property looms immediately on the horizon, 
it wou ld seem consistent with the city ’s area 
redev elopment plans that a mu tu ally profitable 
lease arrangement for the u se of the former 
city hall and fire station in Univ ersity Place 
as a restau rant be encou raged and permitted 
by the City Cou ncil. 
The situ ation wou ld not be u niqu e. The 
city now leases other pu blic property for 
commercial u ses in abey ance of pu blic u se 
or otherwise disposing of it. 
In general, the proposed short-term lease 
does not ru n contrary to any plans for the 
coordinated disposition of su rplu s city property 
and it appears that it wou ld benefit the fu tu re 
dev elopment of the Univ ersity Place area.

So , while it’s no t surprising to 
learn that the two g ro ups hav e 
co mmo n interests and that they 
ag ree o n a lo t o f issues, it is 
impo rtant that they are admit­ 
ting that.

The AAUP has been arou nd a 
long time—nearly 60 y ears na­ 
tionally . 
Its conserv ativ e members 
here are likely to continu e to 
hold to the agu ment that col­ 
lege teaching is a “profession” 
which ou ght not stoop to col­ 
lectiv e bargaining, especially 
for salaries. 
Perhaps that’s why the local 
AFTers are not talking salaries 
so mu ch as they are academic 
issu es — gov ernance of the in­ 
stitu tion, right to du e Dr« cess 
and protection of academic 
freedoms. 
Local AFT members are 
likely to be AAUP members 
who think it’s time to con­ 
solidate enou gh facu lty power 
to ensu re su ccess on the issu es 
that hav e been talked abou t for 
some time. 
The problem recently has 
been that the facu lty has lost 
too many times. 
Lo cal AFT leaders readily 
admit that the chapter was 
fo rmed last spring in direct 
respo nse to the Ro zman affair, 
when the reg ents turned their 
backs o n a prestig io us faculty 
co mmittee which co ncluded the 
fo rmer po litical science teacher 
was no t g uilty o f inappro priate 
actio ns. 
That didn’t set well, at all. 
Bu t Rozman has also been 
su pported monetarily by the 
AAUP, and there are a good 
many facu lty members who 
were (and still are) mightily

The AAUP and other facu lty 
grou ps hav e been negotiating

AFT su pporters believ e that’s 
not enou gh, so they are seeking 
su pport to negotiate as a grou p 
representing 
the 
e n t i r e 
facu lty . 
Bu t they are also seeking 
enou gh su pport from others to 
pu t together a bit of facu lty 
wallop 
now—a 
goal 
not 
u ninteresting to AAUP ty pes. 
Whether this is the first ap­ 
parent aspect o f the co ming 
unio nism o n the campus, I 
do n’t kno w.

Aside from toe obv iou s benefits to the 
financially trou bled Democrats, the pu blic 
campaign financing plan has intrinsic merit 
to it, in that it remov es the practice or 
su spicion of belonging to any special in­ 
terest. 
Perhaps a better campaign financing 
scheme will be offered, bu t this appears to 
be among the best so far.

Stems From Fear Of Destroying Healthy Region 


NEW YORK - A clash 
between New York City and 
federal hou sing officials, on the 
one hand, and some arou sed 
residents qf Qu eens Borou gh, 
on the other, has achiev ed the 
remarkable feat of bringing 
conserv ativ e 
Sen. J a m e s 
B u c k l e y a nd l i be r a l 
Democratic Rep.“ Ben Rosen­ 
thal into tacit ailinace on behalf 
of the residents. 
That is becau se the collision 
reflects some of the most pro­ 
fou nd forces that trou ble the 
nation today —the fear of crime, 
the association of crime and 
v iolence with 1 o w - i n c o m e 
blacks, the anger of indiv idu als 
at ov erwhelming bu reau cracy , 
the resu lting demand for com­ 
mu nity 
“participation” 
and 
control, the sad bu t often 
u nderstandable relu ctance of 
comfortable people 
to 
risk 
disru ption of their liv es for 
broad social pu rposes they only 
v agu ely u nderstand,

The officials are abou t to 
begin constru ction of an 640- 
u nit, $29.9 million, high-rise 
pu blic hou sing dev elopment for 
low-income tenants in Forest 
Hills, a middle-income section 
of Qu eens. The Forest HUls 
Residents’ Association is de­ 
termined to stop the project, 


althou gh 
a t e m po r a r y 
restraining order to that effect 
was dismissed in state cou rt a 
few weeks ago. 


Secretary George Romney of 
H.U.D. has promised another 
rev iew of the project, for which 
his department is pu tting u p 
some of the money , bu t noboay 
in the city hou siing au thority 
seems u ndu ly worried abou t 
that. From their v antage point, 
in any case, the resistance in 
Forest Hills is seen largely as 
“misgu ided fear.” 


Hou sing officials contend that 
the project, 
which 
is 
not 
displacing any other hou sing, 
actu ally will enhance the com­ 
mu nity . It will be well within 
popu lation density limits, they 
say , only 15 per cent of the 
acreage will 
be 
u sed 
for 
bu ildings, with the rest going to 
park and play grou nd u se, and 
the majority of the tenants will 
be dra wn from the Qu eens area 
— with 40 per cent of the u nits 
being reserv ed 
for 
elderly 
persons.

These officials cite other ex ­ 
amples of the city ’s program to 
disperse pu blic bou sing ou tside 
slu m areas; Lattimer Gardens 
in Flu shing, for ex ample, is 
tou ted as a project that has not

North Platte UP) - The agen­ 
cies 
involved 
in 
reservoir 
storage along the North Platte 
River, meeting at the Nebraska 
Conference on Hydrology in 
North Platte Th u r s d a y , 
reported that they would 
cooperate to make the best use 
of the highest reservoir storage 
of water on record without 
causing high water conditions 
in the river. 
Session delegates also said 
they do not believe the water 
levels to be dangerously high, 
as the Riparian Association, 
Inc., of North Platte, has 
charged. 
S tan C h r i s t i a n s e n , 
Bridgeport, division engineer 
for the Nebraska Department 
of Water Resources, said, “ The 
agencies involved agree that no 
danger exists or is likely to 
exist from the excellent storage 
carryover. 
However, 
cloud 
burst type storms such as oc­ 
curred last year, mostly below 
the storage reservoirs, could 
again create a threat of high 
water in the river.” 
Ralph Knepper, hydraulic 
engineer 
for 
the 
Central 
Nebraska Public Power and 
Irrigation District, said that the 
district’s 
storage 
at 
Lake 
McConaughy is higher than 
usual for this time of year, with 
1,762,000 acre feet of water 
currently in the lake. He said, 
planned releases of water 
through Kingsley Dam this fall 
and winter will be about 410,000 
acre feet, or 165 per cent of the 
last 10 year average. 
He said the increased release 
rate is an effort to use the 
water for generation of elec­ 
tricity, assure ample irrigation 
water and still cope with any 
flood control needs.

Former Univ ersity of Nebraska Prof. Step hen Rozman said 
Thu rsday he intends to ap p eal a U.S. District Cou rt ru ling 
u p holding a Board of Regents decision not to renew his con­ 
tract. 
“ I’ll appeal it,” said Ro zman after the decisio n was handed 
do wn by Judg e Warren K. Urbo m o f Linco ln. 
“I feel an obligation to carry it fu rther, not only for 
my own well-being, bu t for the well-being of the u niv ersity .” 
‘Frig htening ’ 
Calling the decision a “frightening p recedent,” Rozman 
said he feared it “cou ld destroy the u niv ersity .” 
The reg ents v o ted last February no t to renew Ro itmo n’s 
co ntract fo r 19 72-73 after citing Ro zman’s participatio n in an­ 
tiwar activ ities o n the Linco ln campus in May 19 70. 
Rozman su ed for reinstatement to his p osition and $100,000 
in damages. 
* 
Urbom said in his ru ling that the 14th Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitu tion p rohibits a u niv ersity from failing to 
“reap p oint a nontenu red facu lty member arbitrarily 
and 
cap riciou sly or for constitu tionally imp ermissible reasons.” 
Passed Perimeters 
Bu t the ju dge said he conclu ded that Rozman “p assed 


bey ond the p erimeters of p rotected freedom of ex p ression, 
assembly and p etition and, therefore . , . the nonrenewal of 
his contract was p ermissible by the u niv ersity .” 
“ I o ffer no v iew as to the wisdo m o f the univ ersity ’s 
actio n, fo r to do so wo uld surpass my realm o f autho rity ,” 
Urbo m wro te. 
‘‘That the Board of Regents did not act arbitrarily and 
cap riciou sly follows necessarily from the finding that each 
of the factors related in the Board of 
Regent’s resolu tion 
of nonreap p ointment was su p p orted by 
su bstantial ev idence 
in the p ossession” of the board when it made the decision, 
said Urbom. 
* 
Two Areas 
“Two areas of activ ity of Dr. Rozman were ou tside the 
scop e of constitu tionally p rotected sp eech,” he said. 
“One was in the negotiating room (in the occu p ied Military 
and Nav al Science Bu ilding the night of May 4-5 , 19 70), when 
he intru ded into the resp onsibilities of the administrators for 
negotiating an ev acu ation of the bu ilding.” 
“ The o ther,” he said, “ was in the (building ’s) ‘pit,’ when 
by his presence he co ntributed to a cancellatio n of a class 
and defied, a directiv e o f the administratio n to leav e the 
building pro mptly .” 
Rozman has contended that he and other facu lty members 


believ ed the directiv e was intended only for the stu dents who 
remained in the bu ilding. 
Tho ro ug hly Persuaded 
“I am thorou ghly p ersu aded that Professor Rozman had 
a right to p resent his v iews by v oice and p hy sical p resence 
abou t the Cambodian incu rsion and the Kent State tragedy ,” 
said Urtx >m. 
“ A time came in the neg o tiating ro o m, ho wev er, when 
he abando ned tempo rarily the pro cess o f co mmunicating abo ut 
tho se subjects and assumed witho ut inv itatio n the ro le o f 
attempting to break what he v iewed to be an impasse.” 
“At that p oint Dr. Rozman was not merely ex p ressing 
a v iew as to the rightness or wrongness of the merits of 
the controv ersy (ov er p rep aration of a stronger statement 
from NU administrator*)*, bu t was clothing himself with a 
p rocedu ral fu nction belonging to the administrators. 
“That kind of intermeddling is not p rotected by the 
Constitu tion.” 
Cases Hav e Affirmed 
Urbom said other cases hav e affirmed that' “fitness for 
facu lty statu s is not limited to p erformance in the classroom 
alone” bu t “rests u p on a broad range of factors . . . inclu ding 
nu merou s p ersonality and character traits.”

Bu t it also 
has a 6 .5% drop in freshmen 
enrollment and has slip p ed to a 
lower p osition in size ranking 
among the nation’s land-grant 
colleges. 
According to Dr. Franklin E. 
Eldridge, Associate Dean of the 
NU College of Agricu ltu re, total 
u ndergradu ate enrollment 
in 
the College this fail is 1,432, an 
increase of 23 stu dents ov er 
last y ear. 
Enrollment figu res indicate 
an increase of 10 sop homores, 
fiv e ju niors and 55 seniors, bu t 
a decrease of 29 stu dents in the 
freshman class. 
According to Eldridge, the 
su bstantial increase of seniors 
is p artially attribu ted to 
a 
greater nu mber of 
transfer 
stu dents coming from ju nior 
colleges to NU. He noted that 
this p lan of edu cation has been 
encou raged ov er the p ast few 
y ears. 
Howev er, the ag college ad­ 
ministrator 
p ointed 
to 
the 
decrease in freshman enroll­ 
ment as a significant factor in 
the total enrollment p ictu re. 
This decrease, he said, w i l l 
p ossibly 
lead 
to 
smaller 
gradu ating 
classes 
in 
the 
fu tu re. In 19 71, 26 5 stu dents 
were gradu ated, the largest 
gradu ating class in the history 
of the college. 
For the first time in many 
y ears, 
Eldridge 
said,

Univ ersity of Nebraska ag col­ 
lege has slip p ed to a lower 
p osition in size ranking of the 
nation’s 
land-grant 
colleges. 
NU now ranks 13th, a drop 
from their former ranking of 
Uth. 
The 
associate 
dean 
com­ 
mented that “ this shou ld be of 
concern 
to 
all Nebraskans, 
since agricu ltu re is the p rin- 


cip al indu stry in ou r state.” 
In indications he has receiv ­ 
ed, Eldridge said he has seen 
no decrease in the degree of job 
op p ortu nities for agricu ltu ral 
gradu ates. “The decrease in 
stu dents is not in the best in­ 
terest of the agricu ltu ral in­ 
du stry in the state and does 
reflect a weakening in this 
p articu lar edu cational choice 
by incoming stu dents.” 
At a recent meeting of the 
National Association of State 
Univ ersities and 
Land-Grant 
Colleges, rep orts showed that 
enrollment in the nation’s land- 
grant colleges ol agricu ltu re 
increased by 8.6 p er cent. Cu r­ 
rent u ndergradu ate enrollment 


in these colleges is 58,9 6 5. the 
highest ev er. 
Eldridge 
noted 
that 
ac­ 
cording to the rep orts, the most 
sizeable increases 
hav e 
oc­ 
cu rred in eastern p ortions of 
the U.S. He attribu ted p art of 
this increase to an ex p anded 
interest 
i n 
env ironmental 
q u ality 
and ecological 
con­ 
cerns. He added that many of 
the eastern ag colleges also 
hav e more women enrolling in 
the 
agricu ltu ral 
cou rses 
of 
stu dy . 
The 
largest 
increase

enrollment in any of the land-

colleges

at 
Pennsy lv ania State, 
followed

Eldridge p ointed ou t that both 
of these colleges mov ed f r o m 
sizes less than the NU Ag 
College to enrollments larger 
than NU. 
In standing among the Big 8 
land-grant colleges, Nebraska 
ranks fou rth, Eldridge said.

Intelligence Force revealed no 
violations of security regula­ 
tions.” 


The Pentagon 
spokesman, 
Brig. Gen. Daniel James, said 
the Counter-Intelligence Force 
regularly checks all Pentagon 
offices to make sure safes are

overnight. 


But reporters noted the press 


room is an unclassified area 
and they do not hold security 
clearances. They complained 
these after-hours inspections 
gave the Pentagon an op­ 
portunity to go through their 
notes and learn the names of 
contacts. 


James said the counter-in­ 
telligence agents apparently 
failed to realize they were in 
the press room. 


“ If they can’t figure out it’s 
the press room,” one reporter 
told James, “ what kind of in 
telligence people are they?”

Corporate Income Tax 
Increase To Be Asked

The Legislature's 
interim s t u d y 


committee on taxes voted Thursday 
to recommend to the 1972 session of 
the Legislature raising the corporate 
income tax to 259o of the personal 
income tax rate 


The corporate 
income tax is cur- 


rently 20rc of the state's personal in- 
come tax. At the current personal rate 
of 13% for 1972, this would mean the 
corporate tax would be 3.25%. 


The recommendation was one of 


seven made by the five-man committee 
after a series of public hearings held 
througliout the state during the sum- 
mer and fall months. However, the 
motions can only be recommended by 
the committee. They must be in- 
troduced 
and 
approved 
by 
t h e 


unirameral and the governor before 
they become law. 


The committee also recommended a 


personal property tax exemption over 
a five-year period totaling 90%. The 
exemption would include farm 
and 


business equipment and inventory. 


Beginning in 1973, the proposal would 


exempt 30% of an individual's personal 
property from taxation. For the next 
two years another 209o would be added 
each year to the exemption. This would 
bring the exemption to 70% after three 
years. 


The rest of the exemption would be 


added in 10% allotments 
over 
the 


following two years, culminating in the 
final 90% exemption figure in 1977. 


The $14.4 million revenue loss to the 


state for the first year of the exemption 
must be made up by increasing the 
sales and income tax rates. How much 
this would raise the rates the senators 
could not say. 


Two similar personal property ex- 


emption bills were vetoed during the 
last session by Gov. J. James Exon. 
The first would have provided the 
same 90% exemption in only 3 years 
instead of 5. 


The second, a compromise at 50% 


over 3 years, was also nixed by the 
governor during the final days of the 
session. Currently, Nebraskans have no 
form of a personal property tax ex- 
emption. 


A third proposal the committee 


forwarded would abolish the current 


2!2-cent refund and the five-cent avia- 
tion fuel tax and replace it with 
separate rates on fuel on private and 
commercial aircraft. 


The tax rates on aviation fuel for 


private aircraft would be four cents 
on a gallon, and the commercial in- 
terests would pay two cents 
per 


gallon. 


Regarding the 
effort 
to find 
an 


equitable 
basis 
for 
taxing 
mobile 


homes, the committee headed by Jules 
Burbach of Crofton recommended a 
valuation procedure similar to that on 
autos. In other words, a kind of a

models The motion also forwarded "a 
reasonable provision" 
for t a x i n g 


household goods in mobile homes. 


In other action, the senators took 


issue with Gov J. James Exon on 
the matter of the elimination of the 
sales tax on food. 


The five men voted unanimously in 


favor of "keeping the food tax credit 
concept as it is." 


Gov. Exon and the Democratic Party 


are currently supporting an initiative 
petition drive to eliminate the sales

and

purchases. 


Other resolutions included: 
—a 
constitutional 
amendment 
to 


replace the Tax Commissioner as a 
member of the Board of Equalization 
with a county official "to be selected 
in a manner to be determined by the 
Legislature."

its tax equalization study.

The federation's vote came 


shortly after Meany made a

Board as a "stacked deck." He 
accused it first of trying to

Corruption Rite In Political Processes, Says Gardner 


Hot Springs, Ark. tf) - John W. Gardner, 


chairman of Common Cause, a national lobbying 
group, said Thursday that most of America's 
political processes had become a "vast game 
of barter and purchase" behind the scenes. 


Speaking at the Young Democrats' National

He said many men and women in politics 


were honest and decent, but that it was difficult 
for them to survive, and getting harder. 


He declared there had been a loss of public 


confidence 
in America's 
leadership 
and 


governmental and business institutions and 
disillusionment with the Republican 
and 


Democratic Parties. He said discontent was 
not limited to the black, poor and young. 


Many Arc 'Frustrated' 


"The 
middle-level 
executive 
feels 
a s 


frustrated and as far from power as the young 
rebel," Gardner said. "The suburban housewife 
feels as victimized as the ghetto resident. So 
does the blue collar worker." 


He said these feelings "could constitute 


an explosive charge that could splinter our 
two major parties. It could lead us to follow 
the shallowest of demagogues. It could result 
in massive refusals to vote. It could lead to 
increasing violence or to severe repressive 
measures." 


He said corruption was the most serious 


reason 
for 
the 
failure 
of political 
and 


governmental institutions. 


"Everyone knows politics has its seamy 


side, but the ordinary citizen doesn't know 
how enormous that seamy side really is," 
Gardner said. "Nor does he know what a high

percentage of his tax dollar goes to support it. 


No End To Ingenuity 


"Armed with the power and money we 


give them with our votes and our tax dollars, 
politicians are well-equipped to play their part 
in the cycle of favors and obligations. There 
isn't any end to the ways they can favor 
their friends and allies." 


Gardner called for campaign spending con- 


trols, restrictions on lobbying and full disclosure 
of conflict of interest by each public official. 
He also urged enactment of federal "freedom 
of information" legislation so all public business 
would be conducted in public. 


Gardner asked the Young Democrats to 


help "remake the political process" in the na- 
tion. 


"If you don't, an enraged citizenry may 


remake it without your help — and the outcome 
may or may not be what wise and reasonable 
men may wish."

Doug Milander watched the 
Northwest Orient jet fade into 
the clouds this summer with his 
wife.

It was her first trip back 
to the United States since then- 
decision to flee to Canada in 
violation of the United States

IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


The three-part series on Nebraska draft-dogers in Canada, 


ending today in The Lincoln Star, settles nothing. So" why, 
you might ask, would the newspaper run the depth-reporting 
piece by senior University of Nebraska journalism student Mary 
Huffman? 


For one thing, the series is an account of people with 


unusual or uncommon circumstances in their lives and that 
fits at least one definition of news. Secondly, the series involves 
another elemeut of the Vietnam war, the Asian conflict that 
could still prove to be President Nixon's Waterloo. 


Thirdly, it focuses on what is an important question in 


the nation today — the question of amnesty for those who 
have fled the country or gone to jail to avoid wartime military 
service, Sen 
George McGovern a Democratic presidential 


hopeful, has made a general amnesty a plank in his platform. 


Thus, the series is a contribution to a better understanding 


of something tihat should concern all people. It really settles 
nothing because it probably will not change many minds. 


Most people will remain either opposed to amnesty or 


in favor of it, sympathetic to the draft-dodgers or critical 
of them. For many, there is a kind of middle ground — 
an inability to support amnesty, and yet, a feeling of sorrow 
that any group of y o u n g people have found it necessary to 
abandon their native land and to separate themselves, perhaps 
permanently, from the rest of their family. 


The whole question, while a highly personal one for those 


directly involved, is tied in with all aspects of the Vietnam 
war for the average citizen. As unpopular as that war is 
and as divisive as it has been in our nation, one finds it 
difficult to accept that conflict as a basis for refusal to serve 
the military. 


One wonders, if the actions of the draft-dodgers were to 


be condoned through amnesty, what the ultimate impact upon 
the defense of the nation might be. Some see Vietnam as 
a special case in which the defense of the nation as it is 
commonly understood is not really threatened. 


Some argue that Vietnam is not a typical war, not in 


a class even with Korea, much less World Wars I and II. 
It is not seen by everyone as a war in which the security 
of the nation is in any \vay at stake. 


Thus, to flee from service because of Vietnam is no threat 


in the event of a real test of U.S. security. Presumably, 
the draft-dodgers of V i e t n a m would not be draft-dodgers in the 
case of unquestioned danger to the survival of this nation. 


But this argument supports the concept of citizen c h o i ce 


that verges on anarchy. It tends to support the theory that 
all national interests, in the end. must submit themselves to 
individual tests on the part of each and every citizen. 


The concept of majority rule is enhanced none by this argu- 


ment. We have never lived nor patterned our institutions 
on extremes. Thus, our society contains some threats of what 
might be considered potential anarchy and some solid support 
of minority rights even in the face of majority opposition. 


* 
But the draft-dodging and amnesty question may represent 


too far or major a departure from the acceptable limits of 
individual rights and privileges. This is not to say that the 
dodgers are to be condemned nor to try to deny them in 
some way their right to take issue with their country as 
they have done. 


But in exercising that right and taking that issue, the 


consequences fall heavily upon them. Is it better that we 
accept their non-conformity and make it the norm or better 
that we retain the principles and standards they have challenged? 


There are no facts with which to answer the question, 


only thoughts and feelings and opinions gleaned from whatever 
your own storehouse of knowledge and understanding might 
be. Certainly, one can find no joy in personal problems or 
hardships of draft-dodgers, even though they voluntarily made 
their own decision in the matter. 


At the same time, you wonder if we would have any 


military today if there was an amnesty and you wonder what 
•would be the thinking of the millions of young men who have 
served the military during the years of Vietnam and, often 
times, with many misgivings. It is a hard decision to make 
but one we need to continue to explore until it ceases to 
exist or is solved.

Union On The Campus 


Surplus City Property 


In discussing the disposal of surplus city 


property Wednesday, the City-County Planning 
Commission, in response to a proposal by 
University Place interests, agreed that addi- 
tional quality restaurant facilities were high 
on the priority list for redevelopment of that 
area and recommended that the city consider 
leasing the former University Place City Hall 
and fire station at 2601 No. 48th for that 
purpose. 


The University Place Community Organiz- 


ation (UPCO) had been encouraged by Lincoln 
restaurant operator Larry Price's interest in 
leasing the former city hall building—on an 
initial five-year basis, it was indicated—as 
a restaurant with a "Gay Nineties" at- 
mosphere. 


Up for consideration by the commission 


was the question of how to dispose of city 
property rendered surplus after a new branch 
libraries and fire stations are built at other 
locations. The commission unanimously ac- 
cepted the recommendation of the planning 
staff that the general policy of the city should 


be to hold such properties until adjacent lands 
could be accumulated to provide larger 
building sites for new businesses or be used 
as trading stock so that land might be more 
easily accumulated 
in any portion of a 


particular business district. 


In view of that recommendation and unless 


another type of public use of the No. 48th 
property looms immediately on the horizon, 
it would seem consistent with the city's area 
redevelopment plans that a mutually profitable 
lease arrangement for the use of the former 
city hall and fire station in University Place 
as a restaurant be encouraged and permitted 
by the City Council. 


The situation would not be unique. The 


city now leases other public property for 
commercial uses in abeyance of public use 
or otherwise disposing of it. 


In general, the proposed short-term lease 


does not run contrary to any plans for the 
coordinated disposition of surplus city property 
and it appears that it would benefit the future 
development of the University Place area. 


Taxpayers To Finance Election? 


That ''salute to the President" dinner ex- 


travaganza staged by the Republican's some 
nights ago must have provided some impetus 
for Senate Democrats to unite as they did 
Thursday in keeping alive Sen. John 0. 
Pastore's plan for voluntary taxpayer financ- 
ing of the 1972 presidential election. 


The kick-off GOP fundraising affair netted 


an estimated $5 million for the Republican 
campaign fund next year. And with the money 
coming that easily, more must be readily 
in sight. The Democrats, on the other hand, 
are over ?9 million in debt from 1968 and 
have no hopes of coming close to matching 
the Republican war chest. 


It's little wonder, then, that the Pastore 


plan inspired party solidarity among the outs. 
Under the plan, a taxpayer could check a 
special box on his tax form to allow use 
of §1 of his taxes (or $2 in case of a joint 
return) to help pay the cost of presidential 
campaigning next year. It would provide $20.4 
million for each major party and $6 3 million 
for George Wallace if he s h o u l d decide to 
run as a third party candidate. A nominee 


could decide not to use the government funds 
and rely on private financing. But if he ac- 
cepted federal money, he would have to agree 
not to use any funds from other sources. 


The plan would be the solution, among 


other things, to the Democrats' financial prob- 
lems. And it would force President Nixon 
to choose between campaigning on the same 
financial footing as the Democrats or face 
the charge of "going to the fat cats," as 
Republican Sen. Norris Cotton put it. 


By a strict party line vote, Senate 


Democrats 
Thursday 
defeated, 
49-46, 
a 


Republican challenge to the tax bill amend- 
ment. No Republicans joined the Democrats 
in the vote and only three Democrats strayed 
from their party on the issue. 


Aside from the obvious benefits to the 


financially troubled Democrats, the public 
campaign financing plan has intrinsic merit 
to it, in that it removes the practice or 
suspicion of belonging to any special in- 
terest. 


Perhaps 
a better campaign 
financing 


scheme will be offered, but this appears to 
be among the best so far. 


There may not be a massive 


cry for union organization 
among the faculty members at 
the University of Nebraska to- 
day, but it's becoming more 
and more apparent that the 
issues are there. 


And if the issues are there, so 


is the potential. 


That the issues exist (along 


with professors who are con- 
cerned about them) is no 
longer any question. 


And it's just as true that it's 


not only those professors who 
are willing to accept a union 
label that are ready to do 
something about it. 


This week, for example, of- 


ficers of the local chapters of 
the American Federation of 
Teachers, an AFL-CIO union, 
and the American Association 
of University Professors, an- 
nounced they had decided to 
form joint committees to deal 
with three issues of importance 
to faculty members. 


That's new. And it's signifi- 


cant. 


It's significant, in one aspect, 


that AAUP officers are willing 
to see those letters, in print, 
alongside AFT. 


That alone is bound to turn 


off a few of the more staid 
members of the faculty. 


It's 
also 
significant 
that 


leaders of both groups are 
meeting and then admitting 
that they found they "had a lot 
of 
common 
interest" 
and 


"agreed to cooperate." 


Then they said they were 


forming joint committees on 
academic due process, salary 
inequities and fringe benefits 
(not salary levels, you'll note), 
and employment discrimination 
against women. 


It's not particularly surpris- 


ing that the AAUP and the AFT 
hold virtually the same posi- 
tions 
on 
a 
number 
of 


issues—the AAUP has long 
been in the business of trying to 
assure 
academic 
freedoms 


(including academic due pro- 
cess) and it has shown more 
than a passing interest in 
seeking that salaries and fringe 
benefits 
are 
at 
acceptable 


levels. 


But the AAUP has depended 


largely on persuasion to meet

its goals, while the AFT is em- 
bracing collective bargaining. 


That is the difference. 
So, while it's not surprising to 


learn that the two groups have 
common interests and that they 
agree on a lot of issues, it is 
important that they are admit- 
ting that.

The AAUP has been around a 


long time—nearly 60 years na- 
tionally. 
Its conservative 
members 


here are likely to continue to 
hold to the agument that col- 
lege teaching is a "profession" 
which ought not stoop to col- 
lective bargaining, especially 
for salaries. 


Perhaps that's why the local 


AFTers are not talking salaries 
so much as they are academic 
issues — governance of the in- 
stitution, right to due nrocess 
and protection of academic 
freedoms. 


Local AFT members 
are 


likely to be AAUP members 
who think it's time to con- 
solidate enough faculty power 
to ensure success on the issues 
that have been talked about for 
some time. 


The problem recently has 


been that the faculty has lost 
too many times. 


Local AFT leaders readily 


admit that the chapter was 
formed last spring in direct 
response to the Rozman affair, 
when the regents turned their 
backs on a prestigious faculty 
committee which concluded the 
former political science teacher 
was not guilty of inappropriate 
actions. 


That didn't set well, at all. 
But Rozman has also been 


supported monetarily by the 
AAUP, and there are a good 
many faculty members who 
were (and still are) mightily 
upset 
by the r e g e n t s ' 


decision. 


There are other things, too, 


like the Michael Davis casrf, 
the regents' success in amend- 
ing a legislative bill that 
would have provided a pro- 
cedure for h e a r i n g s in 
disciplinary cases, a regents- 
ordered statement of faculty 
responsibilities that, has not 
been acted upon a year after it 
was submitted, P r e s i d e n t 
Varner's statement on tenure 
(though I think the faculty 
overreacted on that one.) 


The fact is that each time the 


regental hand reaches into the 
academic 
c o m m u n i t y 


(especially without consulting 
the professors), there's likely 
to be some reaction. 


And the more of that kind of 


action from the top there is, the 
more the professors (even the 
conservative ones) will react. 


So, in a way, the regents 


and some administrators are 
probably forcing the faculty 
into a more militant stance. 


The Legislature, of course, 


does the same thing with strin- 
gent 
budgets and talk of 


"clamping down."

The AAUP and other faculty 


groups 'have been negotiating 
with the 
regents 
and 
ad- 


ministrators for a long time. 
But thus far it's happened in 
small private meetings, with 
whispered reports around the 
campus of what happened. 


AFT supporters believe that's 


not enough, so they are seeking 
support to negotiate as a group 
representing 
the 
e n t i r e 


faculty. 


But they are also seeking 


enough support from others to 
put together a bit of faculty 
wallop 
now—a 
goal 
not 


uninteresting to AAUP types. 


Whether this is the first ap- 


parent aspect of the coming 
unionism on the campus, I 
don't know. I'd guess it's not 
unrelated to that. 


The issues that brought them 


together now are likely to re- 
main—continued pressure from 
the public to "crackdown" on 
the campus, stringent budgets, 
bolder governing boards. 


That could mean unionism on 


the campus is not far away. 


What we're seeing now is a 


unity not apparent before, but 
that's surely a start to a union, 
of some t>pe, in the future.

Stems From Fear Of Destroying Healthy Region

A clash 


between New York City and 
federal housing officials, on the 
one hand, and some aroused 
residents qf Queens Borough, 
on the other, has achieved the 
remarkable feat of bringing 
conservative 
Sen. 
J a m e s 


B u c k l e y a n d

Democratic Rep. ~ Ben Rosen- 
thai into tacit allinace on behalf 
of the residents. 


That is because the collision 


reflects some of the most pro- 
found forces that trouble the 
nation today—the fear of crime, 
the association of crime and 
violence with I o w - i n c o m e 
blacks, the anger of individuals 
at overwhelming bureaucracy,

The officials are about to 


begin construction of an 840- 
unit, $29.9 million, high-rise 
public housing development for 
low-income tenants in Forest 
Hills, a middle-income section 
of Queens. The Forest Hills 
Residents' Association is de- 
termined to slop the project,

t e m p o r a r y 


restraining order to that effect 
was dismissed in state court a 
few weeks ago. 


Secretary George Romney of 


H.U.D. has promised another 
review of the project, for which 
his department is putting up 
some of the money, but nobody 
in the city housiing authority 
seems unduly worried about 
that. From their vantage point, 
in any case, the resistance in 
Forest Hills is seen largely as 
"misguided fear." 


Housing officials contend that 


the project, 
which 
is 
not 


displacing any other housing, 
actually will enhance the com- 
munity. It will be well within 
population density limits, they 
say, only 15 per cent of the 
acreage 
will 
be 
used 
for 


buildings, with the rest going to 
park and playground use, and 
the majority of the tenants will 
be drawn from the Queens area 
— with 40 per cent of the units 
being reserved 
for elderly 


persons.

These officials cite other ex- 


amples of the city's program to 
disperse public housing outside 
slum areas; Lattimer Gardens 
in Flushing, for example, is 
touted as a project thai has not 


damaged but improved a com- 
munity. 


Jerry Birbach, the president 


of the Forest Hills Residents' 
Association, dismisses most of 
this as ''just plain lying." 
Schools and transportation in 
the area 
a l r e a d y 
are 


overcrowded, he argues, and 
the community planning board 
has twice voted against the 
project. As for "Lindsay and 
Aurelio" — the mayor and his 
former 
deputy 
— Birbach 


remarks with special bitterness 
that repeated 
efforts have 


resulted in "no dialogue." 


No wonder, he says, that 


"we're beginning to feel the 
only way to get community 
participation is to be mili- 
tant."

Birbach is the victim of false 
fears. But even if he is, it does 
not take a long conversation 
with him to grasp his resent- 
ment and frustration and the 
fear for—false or not—family, 
property and community that 
underlies the struggle.

These are serious matters, 


and not just to Birbach and the 
many other A m e r i c a n s 
everywhere who feel threaten- 
ed by social 
change 
and 


overwhelmed by impersonal 
government. 
H o u s i n g au- 


thorities 
and 
other

agencies cannot for long or 
adequately do their work when 
it arouses such bitter opposition 
— and the record of unfunded 
programs, incomplete projects, 
and lengthy political struggles 
is there to prove it. Golar, for 
instance, points out that the 
notion that public housing is 
mostly for poor blacks is ef- 
fectively delaying or prevent- 
ing construction of thousands 
of units for poor whites. 


Yet, the dispersal of public 


and other low-income bousing 
into middle and even high-In- 
come areas is one of the few 
means available to break down 
the social and economic bar- 
riers that create ghettoes, with 
all their social Ills.

A n g e l e s , non-stop, leaves 
France at 3:15. It is a long 
walk. There are 52 gates. Our 
jet was parked at 51.

pagne while the plane is still on 
the ground. They keep this up 
en route. And you can hear 
yourself slosh inside when the 
captain makes a turn. 


French champagne is an im- 


portant export for French. With 
a captive audience for 14 hours, 
they can give you an expensive 
habit. 


The dog in the Poudre d'Or

After the poodle left, the

Perhaps you would think he 
would like one day to change. 
Perhaps a piece of veal. 


''But he is only a dog. not a 


gourmet. Occasionally as an 
!hors d'peuvre I bring him a 
small piece of raw calf's liver. 
But day to day, he prefers the 
steak cooked in butter.''

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Court Upholds Rozman Firing; Professor Plans Appeal 


By MILAN WALL 
Star Staff Writer 


Former University of Nebraska Prof. Stephen Rozman said 


Thursday he intends to appeal a U.S. District Court ruling 
upholding a Board of Regents decision not to renew his con- 
tract. 


"I'll appeal it/' said Rozman after the decision was banded 


down by Judge Warren K. Urbom of Lincoln. 


"I feel an obligation to carry it further, not only for 


my own w«ll-being, but for the well-being of the university." 


'Frightening' 
Calling the decision a "frightening precedent," Rozman 


said he feared it "could destroy the university." 


The regents voted last February not to renew Rozman's 


contract for 1972-73 after citing Rozman's participation In an- 
tiwar activities on the Lincoln campus in May 1970. 


Rozman sued for reinstatement to his position and $100,000 


in damages. 
' 
' 


Urbom said in his ruling that the 14th Amendment to 


the U.S. Constitution prohibits a university from failing to 
"reappoint a nontenured faculty member arbitrarily and 
capriciously or for constitutionally impermissible reasons." 


Passed Perimeters 
But the judge said he concluded that Rozman "passed 


beyond the perimeters of protected freedom of expression, 
assembly and petition and, therefore . . . the nonrenewal of 
his contract was permissible by the university." 


"I offer n» view as to the wisdom of the university's 


action, for to do so would surpass my realm of authority," 
Urbom wrote. 


"That the Board of Regents did not act arbitrarily and 


capriciously follows necessarily from the finding that each 
of the factors related in the Board of Regent's resolution 
of nonreappointment was supported by substantial evidence 
in the possession" of the board when it made* the decision, 
said Urbom. 
< 


Two Areas 
"Two areas of activity of Dr. Rozman were outside the 


scope of constitutionally protected speech," he said. 


"One was in the negotiating room (in the occupied Military 


and Naval Science Building the night of May 4-5, 1970), when 
he intruded into the responsibilities of the administrators for 
negotiating an evacuation of the building." 


"The other," he said, "was in the (building's) 'pit,' when 


by his presence he contributed to a cancellation of a class 
and defied, a directive of the administration to leave the 
building promptly." 


Rozman has contended that he and other faculty members 


believed the directive was intended only for the students who 
remained in the building. 


Thoroughly Persuaded 
"I am thoroughly persuaded that Professor Rozman had 


a right to present his views by voice and physical presence 
about the Cambodian incursion and the Kent State tragedy," 
said Urbom. 


"A time came In the negotiating room, however, when 


he abandoned temporarily the process of communicating about 
those subjects and assumed without invitation the role of 
attempting to break what he viewed to be an impasse." 


"At that point Dr. Rozman was not merely expressing 


a view as to the Tightness or • wrongness of the merits of 
the controversy (over ^reparation of a stronger statement 
from NU administrators:)', but was clothing himself with a 
procedural function belonging to the administrators. 


"That kind of intermeddling is not protected by the 


Constitution." 


Cases Have Affirmed 
Urbom said 'other cases have affirmed that "fitness for 


faculty status is not limited to performance in the classroom 
alone" but "rests upon a broad range of factors . . . including 
numerous personality and character traits." 


Urbom also concluded that since the regents had agreed 


to allow a faculty committee to conduct hearings in the case, 
the board had obligated itself to "to proceed with at least 
minimal procedural safeguards." 


But he said he concluded Rozman was afforded a proper 


hearing, even though he was not allowed the right of cross-ex- 
amination, a right Urbom noted Rozman had waived. 


'Peripheral Issues' 
Urbom said "peripheral issues," including the assertion 


about a "sub rosa" meeting of the regents and character 
damage, were unfounded. 


"The single informal meeting (the night before the regents 


voted the nonreappointment) between members of the Board 
of Regents and members of the Holtzclaw Committee (which 
conducted the bearings) 
was expressly anticipated by the 


agreement between Dr. Rozman and the Board of Regents 
before the Holtzclaw Committee was constituted, and the Board 
of Regents reached no agreement and took no official action 
at that meeting," Urbom said. 


Rozman's attorney, Patrick Healey of Lincoln, said a motion 


for a retrial will be filed. And if that is turned down, he 
added, an appeal will be filed with the 8th Circuit Court 
of Appeals in St. Louis.

NU Ag College Size Ranking Declines 


The University of Nebraska- 


Lincoln College of Agriculture 
has experienced an increase in 
enrollment this fall. But it also 
has a 6.5% drop in freshmen 
enrollment and has slipped to a 
lower .position in size ranking 
among the nation's land-grant 
colleges. 


According to Dr. Franklin E. 


Eldridge, Associate Dean of the 
NU College of Agriculture, total 
undergraduate enrollment 
in 


the College this fall is 1,432. an 
increase of 23 students over 
last year. 


Enrollment figures indicate 


an increase of 10 sophomores, 
five juniors and 55 seniors, but 
a decrease of 29 students in the 
freshman class. 


According to Eldridge, the 


substantial increase of seniors 
is partially attributed to a 
greater 
number of 
transfer 


students coming from junior 
colleges to NU. He noted that 
this plan of education has been 
encouraged over the past few 
years. 


However, the ag college ad- 


ministrator 
pointed 
to 
the 


decrease in freshman enroll- 
ment as a significant factor in 
the total enrollment picture. 
This decrease, he said, w i l l 
possibly 
lead 
to 
smaller 


graduating 
classes 
in 
the 


future. In 1971, 265 students 
were graduated, the largest 
graduating class in the history 
of the college. 


For the first time in many 


years, 
Eldridge 
said, 
the 


University of Nebraska ag col- 
lege has slipped to a lower 
position in size ranking of the 
nation's 
land-grant colleges. 


NU now ranks 13th, a drop 
from their former ranking of 
llth. 


The associate 
dean com- 


mented that "this should be of 
concern 
to all Nebraskans, 


since agriculture is the prin- 


cipal industry in our state." 


In indications he has receiv- 


ed, Eldridge said he has seen 
no decrease in the degree of job 
opportunities for agricultural 
graduates. "The decrease in 
students is not in the best in- 
terest of the agricultural in- 
dustry in the state and does 
reflect a weakening in (his 
particular educational choice 
by incoming students." 


At a recent meeting of the 


National Association of State 
Universities and Land-Grant 
Colleges, reports showed that 
enrollment in the nation's land- 
grani, colleges ol agriculture 
increased by 8.6 per cent. Cur- 
rent undergraduate enrollment 


in these colleges is 58,965, the 
highest ever. 


Eldridge 
noted 
that 
ac- 


cording to the reports, the most 
sizeable increases 
have oc- 


curred in eastern portions of 
the U.S. He attributed part of 
this increase to an expanded 
interest 
i n 
environmental 


quality 
and ecological con- 


cerns. He added that many of 
the eastern ag colleges also 
have more women enrolling in 
the 
agricultural courses 
of 


study. 


The 
largest 
increase 
of 


enrollment in any of the land- 
grant colleges 
occurred 
at 


Pennsylvania State, 
followed 


bv 
North 
Carolina 
State. 


Eldridge pointed out that both 
of these colleges moved f r o m 
sizes less than the NU Ag 
College to enrollments larger 
than NU. 


In standing among the Big 3 


land-grant colleges, Nebraska 
ranks fourth, Eldridge said. 
Iowa State University, which is 
the largest land-grant college 
in the nation, leads the Big C, 
followed 
by 
M i s s o u r i , 


Oklahoma State and Nebraska. 
Kansas State is in lifth place, 
but Eldridge pointed out that 
this \ear Kansas Stab ex- 
perienced a 141 increase in ag 
college enrollment — a sizeable 
increase 
in 
comparison 
to 


Nebraska's.

Many Factors Keys 
To Cutting Miscues

One of the characteristics of 


Nebraska's top-ranked football 
team this season has been its 
ability to put together long 
drives, an accomplishment that 
requires 
a 
minimum 
of 


mistakes. 


"We have been running tho 


same offense consistently," NU 
head coach Bob Devaney began 
in 
trying 
to 
explain 
the 


Huskers' ability to play ner-rly 
perfect balj much of the time 
this season. 


"I wouldn't say it's a simple 


offense," he added, "But there 
isn't much multiple ball handl- 
ing and that helps cut down on 
fumbles. 


"And our quarterbacks have 


gotten good protection from the 
line and with good protection 
you're not apt to throw as 
many interceptions. 


"And our line hasn't made 


many 
mistakes 
on running 


plays 
which 
keep 
some 


defensive man from busting 
through and hitting a ball car- 
rier just as he's getting the 
ball." 


But Devaney also points out 


that in that regard, the Huskers 
may not yet have faced a 
defense as good as Oklahoma's 
that 
they 
will 
meet 
on 


Thanksgiving Day. 


"We're going to be facing the 


best defense we've seen this 
year," he said, "Not to mention 
the best offense." 


The Husker coach points to 


experience as another factor in 
keeping m i s t a k e s to 
a 


minimum. 


''Jeff Kinney is in his third 


year," Devaney notes "So is 
Jerry 
Tagge.

played two years of junior col- 
lege ball before coming here 
and Johnny Rodgers is in his 
second year. 


"Having 
that 
experience 


helps. The same is true of our 
receivers as of our running 
backs. Jerry List is starting for 
a second year and he was red 
shirted a year. Woody Cox had 
junior college e x p e r i e n c e 
before coming to Nebraska." 


Still another factor, Devaney 


says, is the work of the assis- 
tant coaches. 


"Our coaches don't just teach 


plays," he pointed out. "They 
also teach techniques. 


"They work hard to make 


sure the ball earner gets the 
ball in the right (proper) hand 
and that he knows when to bull 
hid way and when he should 
run to daylight. 


"Those are very fundamental 


things, but they're very im- 
portant things and \ve \vork 
hard on them.''
